IRA Militants’ Cahill Denied 
Permission to Enter the U.S.

NEW YORK. Sept 8 OHTi.— 
Joseph Cahill, leader of the 
Irish Republican Army's militant 
"provisional'’ •wins, was refused 
permission today to enter the 
United States and was ordered 
sent bach to the Irish Republic. 

No appeal would be made. 
Cahill's lawyer, Frank Durkon, 
said, following the decision. The 
order that the rebel leader be 
excluded from the United States 
and deported immediately came 
from Francis J. Lyons, presiding 
officer at the Federal Immigra- 
tion Service hearing. 

Cahill, 51, was detained when 
he arrived at Kennedy Airport 
from. Dublin last Wednesday. 
He had intended to embark on 
a four-week fund-raising tour in 
several cities here to collect 
money far Catholic militants in 
Northern Ireland. 

Cahill was excluded because he 
lacked a valid visa. .Mr. Lyons 
said; . . 

When Cahill applied for his 


visa in Belfast last November, he 
said he considered the murder of 
a Belfast policeman in 1942 for 
which he was convicted in the 
same year a ''political" action 
and not a crime. 

He therefore, according to the 
government, did not Include in- 
formation on his criminal record 
an his visa application, which 
Invalidated his visa. 

“It was a kangaroo court and 
a kangaroo Jury" which convicted 
h(m , Cahill said. Be said he was 
tried by an all-Protestant Jury. 
He served seven years, then was 
released. 

Asked if another man, Frank 
Murphy, had admitted in open 
court later that it was he who 
killed the policeman, Cahill re- 
plied “yes." 

An Ulster Catholic. Cahill was 
quoted as having told newsmen 
before leaving Dublin that the 
objective of his organisation was 
to. shoot British soldiers "and hit 
them hard."

Vote Is Saturday 

On Constitution 


CAIRO, Sept. 8 (TJFli .—Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat dissolved the 
nation's parliament today and put 
the finishing touches' to a draft 
constitution that guarantees the 
equality of women, individual 
and public freedoms and su- 
premacy of- the law. 

A gove rn ment spokesman said 
the constitution wfli be sub- 
mitted to a -referendum Saturday 
by .Egypt's right million voters 
and a- new People's Council (par- 
liament) wm be elected' oct. 27. 
It will hold its first session Nov. 
1L 

The dissolution of 'parliament 
and the promulgation of a per- 
manent constitution are part of a 
political reorganization plan 
launched by Mr. Sadat after he 
ousted his political opponents last 
May. 

The plan also included elections 
to reshape the Arab Socialist 
Union— Egypt’s sole political party 
— last July. 

Mr. Sadat presided at a meet- 
ing of the 230- strong central com- 
mittee of the Arab Socialist Union 
to complete work on the 193- 
article constitution to replace a 
provisional one. 

First Since 1923 

Officials said it will be the 
nation's first permanent constitu- 
tion since 1923. 

It provides for the principles of 
governing Egypt with special 
emphasis on individual ~ and 
public freedoms and the law. 

■ The first article says: “The 
Arab Republic of Egypt Ithe 
nation's new name following 
federation with Syria and Libya] 
Is a socialist democracy founded 
on the alliance of the people’s 
working forces. The Egyptian 
.people are part of the Arab , na- 
tion arid seek total unity.” ^ ... 

It. gives women “equal rights 
with men in the political, social, 
cultural and economic spheres, 
without violating the provisions 
of Tcinjnfo jurisprudence." 

Islam will be the nation’s reli- 
gion. ‘"Hie economy of the Arab 
Republic of Egypt is socialism 
aimed at removing all class dis- 
tinctions and barriers." 

Farmers and workers will have 
50 percent of the seats in the 
legislature and all popular or- 
ganizations. 

Another article said, “The state 
is to preserve tne genuine cha- 
racter of the Egyptian family, 
preserve traditions and develop 
relations within Egyptian soci- 
ety.’' 

Individual Rights 

Homes can be searched only 
■with a court order and “a de- 
fendant is considered Innocent 
until proven guilty. The state 
guarantees free defense counsel 
for those financially handi- 
capped.” 

Citizens can "meet privately, 
quietly and unarmed" but “it is 
forbidden to form societies with 
activities contrary to the social 
system or those of a secret or 
military character." 

Mr. Sadat said he is urging 
the people to say ‘yes" to the 
constitution “because this will be 
the starting point for the -great 
achievements awaiting us. 

“We will have to turn the de- 
feat we suffered in 1967 into a 
springboard for -rebuilding E^jpfc 
— Egypt which must triumph no 
matter what the sacrifices.” he 
said at the seven-hour meeting 
of the committee.

Peking before May. Meanwhile, 
Chancellor willy Brandt of West 
Germany is going to the Sovifit 
Union, and the three top Soviet 
leaders have scheduled trips to 
France, Yugoslavia, Norway, Den- 
mark and North Vietnam in the 
next three months. 

Officials all across the world 
axe talking vaguely about coning 
changes, and about what they 
regard- as a greater willingness 
on the part of tbe major nations 
ip adjust to the new realities and. 
limitations of military, political 
and economic power.

• The Soviet Union, while

Wilson Asks Curbs on the Stormont

LONDON, Sept 8.— Labor party 
leader Harold Wilson tonight an- 
nounced a 12-point peace plan 
for Northern Ireland in a speech 
In which he also attacked in- 
ternment without trial. 

The chief of the British op- 
position party urged the naming 
of a British minister responsible 
for Northern Ireland affairs, the 
creation of a joint commission 
of British and Northern Irish 
legislators to examine and advise 


on all legislation proposed by the 
Northern Ireland Parliament, and 
formation of an all-Ireland coun- 
cil, representing Belfast and 
Dublin Parliaments. 

The former prime minister said

He also proposed that future 
Ulster elections be conducted on 
the proportional - representation 
system, and that other measures 
be instituted to give Ulster's 
Catholic minority — 500,000- per- 
sons, compared with one million 
Protestants — the equality and 
freedom from discrimination it 
now feels subjected to. 

The Labor party Chief Also 
called for confiscation of all fire- 
arms In private hands In North- 
ern Ireland. 

Making his proposals In a 
speech at Welwyn Garden, Eng- 
land, Mr. Wilson also demanded 
the recall of the British Parlia- 
ment. 

He said Internment was "a 
political decision cooked up be- 
tween Mr. Heath (the British 
Prime Minister) and Mr. Faulk- 
ner . . . and timed for action three 
days after the Commons was ad- 
journed." 

Talks Next Week 

Here in London. Mr. Maudlins 
said he plans to begin talks next 
week with the Northern Irish 
government and with representa- 
tives of the Protestant majority 
and the Catholic minority in the 
province.

AMMAN, Sept. 8. — A Palestinian 
guerrilla seized a Royal Jorda- 
nian airliner during a flight from 
Beirut to Amman today and 
forced the plane to land at Be- 
nina Airport In Benghazi, Libya, 
a detour of about 1,000 miles. 

The Caravelle jet, carrying 47 
passengers and a crew of 10, spent 
about 1 1/2 hours on the ground 
at Benghazi, during which time 
the hijacker disembarked. It was 
then allowed to take off and ar- 
rived safely tonight In Amman 
where King Hussein was on hand 
for the landing.

The hijacker was identified as 
Lt. Mohammad Gabr by airline 
sources. He Is said to be a fol- 
lower of Abu Ali lyad. a guerrilla 
leader who fought government 
troops in northern Jordan for two 
weeks in July before he was kill- 
ed. Lt. Gabr is wanted In Jordan 
and was sentenced to death in 
absentia. 

The Beirut- Amman run hn* in- 
cluded a stop in Cairo since 
Syrian air space has been closed 
to Jordanian flights. The hijack- 
er took a hand grenade from his 
clothes while flying through 
Egyptian air space, the sources 
said, removed the safety pin and 
ordered the pilot to proceed to 
Benghazi, Libya's second largest 
city. 

A correspondent for Reuters 
news agency who was aboard the 
Light. Khader Nassar, said the 
man shouted in Arabic, "I am a 
fedayeen (commando i belonging 
to the Abu lyad suicide squad.” 
He forced his way into the cock- 
pit and made the pilot fly to 
Libya. 

The plane was surrounded by 
Libyan troops when it landed and 
Mr. Nassar said it was immedia- 
tely boarded by a Libyan lieu- 
tenant four policemen with sub- 
machine guns and two officials. 

The hijacker shouted "I have 
orders to blow up the plane” alter 
evacuating the passengers, but 
Libyan authorities refused the re- 
quest and allowed the plane to 
refuel and return to Amman.

BLACKPOOL, England, Sept. 8 
(Reuters). — Britain's ' Trades 
Union Congress voted overwhelm- 
ingly today against British entry 
Into the European Economic 
Community and demanded a gen- 
eral election before any decision 
is taken. 

The vote, which had been gen- 
erally expected, came at the an- 
nual convention of the TOC, 
whose member unions embrace 
about 10 million British workers. 

Delegates approved a resolution 
rejecting market entry on the 
terms obtained by the Conserva- 
tive government. The show of 
hands was so convincing that the 
platform decided not to coll far 
a count. 

The Congress threw out a reso- 
lution by the Clerical and Admin- 
istrative Workers' Union urging 
Britain to join the market. Hie 
clerical union was one of the few 
pro-market voices raised fax the 
debate. 

TDC general secretary Vic 
Feather opened up the anti-mar- 
ket attack by declaring that Brit- 
ain had surrendered to French 
demands in the negotiations. “No 
wonder President * Pompidou 
Emiles, ” Mr. Feather said. “No 
wonder he begins to look every 
day more and more like the Mona 
Lisa.”

Pope Prays

SUBIACO. Italy, sept. 8 CAP). 
—Pope Paul VI, saying he want- 
ed to "enjoy a moment of this 
blessed atmosphere," prayed in a 
grotto of this hill town today for 
the success of the forthcoming 
world synod of bishops.

Nigeria’s Public Executions: 
Death Is a Spectator Sport

ment. skyrocketing prices and 
corruption of police officials have 
made crime epidemic. But what 
worries some Nigerians more than 
the growing police files are the 
dehumanizing effects that the 
mass executions are having on 
the thousands of enthusiastic 
citizens who flock to witness 
them. 

The "shoot-ins," as one dis- 
gusted Nigerian attorney called 
them in an interview, are usually- 
staged on Saturdays in major 
urban centers such as Lagos. 
Ibadan. Enugu. Port Ha r court 
and Benin, attracting average 
crowds of over 30,000, according 
to local press reports. 

They have an almost festive 
atmosphere about them, with 
youngsters scrambling for stra- 
tegic views while their parents 
haggle with women doing a boom 
business hawking soft drinks, 
nuts, fruit and other refresh- 
ments. 

Stampede of Zealots 

Witnesses say some people were 
almost trampled to death in Lagos 
eariler this year when thousands 
stampeded down the street to Bar 
Beach, anxious not to miss the 
execution of three men. Some 
simply abandoned their cars in 
the crush, creating the largest 
traffic jam Lagos police ran 
remember. 

One newspaper has hailed these 
mass turnouts, thanking the pub- 
lic, "which never fails to turn 
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up in the thousands to watch the 
firing squad squeezing the life 
oat of the enemies of peace and 
progress." 

It has even been suggested that 
admission lees should be charged, 
to bolster the public coffers, and 
several columnists think the death 
penalty ought to be extended to 
officials convicted of corruption, 
an idea not likely to be acted 
upon soon. 

There Is little public opposi- 
tion to the executions, although 
one of the country's most re- 
spected newspapers, the New Ni- 
gerian, has condemned them as 
"nothing more .than savage 
spectacles fit for Rome in 70 
B.C.” 

Lawyers Mated 

There is smoldering opposition 
in Lagos's large legal community 
but.lt has not surfaced to chal- 
lenge the military government’s 
law-enforcement program. Law- 
yers say privately that the execu- 
tions are "deplorable" and one 
said they “show the government's 
failure to maintain law and 
order.” 

Particularly galling to some at- 
torneys is the absence of any 
appeal procedure once a man has 
been condemned by one cf the 
state Military Aimed Robbery 
Tribunals. 

There sxe also doubts whether 
death is an appropriate punish- 
ment for a nan who steals the 
equivalent of $14 armed with a 
club, as was the case recently. 
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thought “there is need for some 
additional incentive to individuals 
to buy more.” 

Ee suggested that the standard 
deduction for taxpayers at the 
lower end of the income scale be 
increased.

Suspicion In Moscow 

For the move toward Peking,

For in the widest view of world 
politics, the two most critical 
questions, other than the avoid- 
ance of war, are the control of 
the world arms race and the con- 
trol o: the world monetary sys- 
tem, and the first of these 
depends in large measure on con- 
fidence between Washington and 
Moscow, and the second on con- 
fidence between Washington and 
Tokyo. 

It is not likely, for example, 
that the United States- Soviet 
talks at Vienna and Helsinki on 
the control of strategic aims, now 
at a critical stage, will make the 
kind of progress that can reduce 
the coat of military arms in the 
world— now running at the rate 
of $215 billion a year— if Moscow 
thinks Mr. Nixon Is conniving 
with Peking for a new. alignment 
against the Soviet Union.

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Psychologists Hear Charge 

Shockley Called a ‘ Racist? 
For Negro Inferiority View 
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By Stn&rt 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8 CWPi. 
—Nobel Laureate Dr. WUUam 
SI lockley, pressing his theory 
that Negroes are genetically in- 
ferior to whites at a meeting of 
the American Psychological Asso- 
ciation, has been publicly accus- 
ed of "racism" and promoting 
“fascist Ideas." 

A clinical psychologist. Dr. Ed- 
ward C. Scanlon, described Dr. 
Shockley at the public meeting 
as "paranoid,” and asserted that 
his theory “Is a fascist Idea like 
Nazi Germany." 

“The problem in my terms Is 
the racism, of Dr. Shockley. It’s 
too bad there are no longer 
heresy trials for scientists who 
have either gone senile or mad.” 
said Dr. Scanlon in the first per- 
sonal attack in public on Dr. 
Shockley since he began present- 
ing his controversial — and largely 
unaccepted — views at major scien- 
tific meetings five years ago. 

Later, a black woman psycholo- 
gist in the audience. Alice Madi- 
son, told Dr. Shockley that his 
theory shows that he is really 
afraid “that black people some 
day will rise up.” “You don’t 
scare us and you don't put us 
down,” she declared. “We are 
either as bright or superior to 
you, and weTe scaring you. I 
thank you for that compliment." 

Won't Test Theory 
Altho ugh the National Academy 
of Sciences repeatedly has refused 
Dr. Shockley's request to sponsor 
studies to test his theory, the 
debates there have been proper 
and polite. 

Even the black students at 
Dartmouth College, who prevent- 
ed him from speaking two years 
ago, didn't attack Dr. Shockley 
personally. They merely kept 
clapping rhythmically until he 
left the platform. 

Dr. Shockley, a professor of 
electrical engineering at Stanford 
University, who won the Nobel 
Prize in 1956 for his part in the 
invention of the transistor, ap- 
peared unruffled by the public 
attacks. 

“I don’t take that seriously,” 
said Dr. Shockley of Dr. Scan- 
lon’s charge that he Is paranoid 
because he tape records every- 
thing he says, refuses to answer 
questions at a press conference 
until he writes down a reporter's 
name and affiliation, and sends 
all letters by certified mail. 

As to the racism and Nazism 
charges, Dr. Shockley said that 
Dr. Scanlon's views “are far more 
in fe-gg pin g with a totalitarian 
state than mine.” 

Professionally, Dr. Shockley 
said, he will be “profoundly dis- 
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Auerbach 

concerted” If he is proved wrong 
and there Is no genetic difference 
in the intelligence of whites and 
blacks. 

‘Thank God* 

But as a human being, he con- 
tinued. he would say “Thank God. 
I won’t have to mess with these 
things any more.” 

He bases his theory— which is 
supported by University of Cali- 
fornia (Berkeley l educational 
psychologist Dr. Arthur R. Jen- 
son— on analysis of data reported 
by other social scientists. 

Because of “wishful thinking” 
about tbe equality of all men. Dr. 
Shockley said, these other scien- 
tists are unwilling to draw tbe 
same conclusions he does from 
the data. 

His main sources of informa- 
tion, he said, axe a federal Office 
of Education study comparing 
Negro and white scholastic 
achievement and armed farces 
qualification test results. 

Just last week, Dr. George W. 
Mayeske, a psychologist, reported 
that his analysis of the same Of- 
fice of Education data on 123,000 
students showed that any differ- 
ences between whites and Negroes 
on scholastic achievement tests 
were due completely to social and 
economic factors, not genetics. 

And Dr. Scanlon, a rlinlrai psy- 
chologist at the Schuylkill County, 
Pa., Mental Health Center, said 
his experiences as an Army psy- 
chologist Indicated a considerable 
amount of cheating among South- 
ern whites who are supervised by 
white officers while taking armed 
forces tests.

Starred in ‘December Bride’ 


HOLLYWOOD, Sept. 8 (APT— 
Spring Byington, 78. veteran 
character actress who is best re- 
membered for her five-year star- 
ring role in the “December 
Bride" television series, died yes- 
terday at her Hollywood Hiiu 
home after a brief illness.

SYDNEY. Sept 8 (Reuters).— 
The Australian Cricket Board of 
Control tonight canceled a sched- 
uled South African tour of Aus- 
tralia “with great regret.” 

And, in a departure from previ- 
ous public statements, the board 
appealed to the South African 
government to relax its apartheid 
laws so that the country’s crick- 
eters can compete internationally 
once more. 

. The board’s chairman. Sir 
Donald Bradman, gave three 
major reasons for withdrawing 
tbe invitation to the South 
Africans. 

• The certainty that bitterness 
would result between antl-aport- 
held demonstrators and cricket 
fans. 

• The financial cost and phys- 
ical strain an the country’s police 
of protecting matches from dem- 
onstrators. 

• The strain on the South 
African cricketers of playing in 
trying circumstances. 

Letter from MoHahon 

Sir Donald said he received a 
letter from Prime Minister Wil- 
liam McMahon concerning the 
tour, but refused to divulge Its 
contents. It la thought the letter 
was decisive in the board's deci- 
sion to call off the 17-week tour 
which was due to start in Perth 

on Oct. 22. 

In a statement, the board said 


It thought its decision was In the 
best interests of those associated 
with the tour, Australia, and the 
game of cricket. 

“Accordingly, with great regret 
the board decided to advise the 
South African Cricket Associa- 
tion that In the present atmos- 
phere the . invitation to tour in 
1971-72 must be withdrawn.” 

The statement added that the 
board wished to commend the as- 
sociation and its players for their 
courageous stand against their 
government’s apartheid policy In 
cricket. 

Opposition Mounted 

Opposition to the tour mounted 
following the South African rug- 
by tour of Australia earlier this 
year. The expense involved in 
protecting the Springboks from 
demonstrators was high, and the 
tour was accompanied by vio- 
ftjnce. 

Tonight’s decision thrust South 
African sports teams into further 
isolation, and virtually slammed 
the last open cricket door on 
South Africa’s all-white team. 

New Zealand is expected to fol- 
low Australia’s example and 
shelve any plans to invite the 
cricketers. 

Last year, the English Cricket 
Council called off a visit to Eng- 
land of a South African 
following pressure from the gov- 
ernment and anti- apartheid fac- 
tions. 


MADRID. Sept 8 (Reuters). — 
The Spanish government has of- 
ficially admitted that “isolated” 
cases of cholera have been diag- 
nosed in Spain. 

In a message to the 'World 
Health Organization in Geneva, 
made public last night the gov- 
ernment said six cases of the 
“el tor" strain liad been confirm- 
ed In the Barcelona province, 
and eight in the province of 
Valencia. 

Last night’s statement came 
after unconfirmed reports had 
spoken of about 40 cholera cases 
in Barcelona and much higher 
figures in Valencia. 

But the statement said: “The 
necessary procedure for all sus- 
pected cases— placing them in 
isolation for observation and 
treatment— has produced the false 
impression that the problem is 
much mare important than it is 
in reality." 

Today, a Spanish government 
official said there had been no 
new outbreaks of cholera apart 
from tbe 14 confirmed cases. He 
also said there had been no 
deaths from cholera. 

He raid that mass vaccinations 
were not being carried out “be- 
cause it does not appear to be 
necessary.” 

However, more than seven mil- 
lion people have already been 
vaccinated against cholera in 
Spain this year. Water supplies 
throughout the country have 
been chlorinated since seven 
cholera cases were confirmed last 
July in the northern province of 
Zaragoza. 

French Demand Vaccination 
PARIS, Sept, 8 (IHT). — All 
persons entering France from 
Spain by air will be required 
to have an anti-cholera vaccina- 
tion certificate. French public 
health officiate announced today. 

Non-vaccina ted persons want- 
ing to enter France must be 
vaccinated within five days af- 
ter arrival and present them- 
selves to police authorities with 
the required certificate. 

Fbr persons coming from or 
going to Spain by land, it is ad- 
vised only that they be vaccinated 
and, as was the case last August, 
they will receive a prospectus con- 
cerning possible cholera symptoms 
and what to do. 

Italy Wants Certificates 
ROME, Sept. 8 (Reuters) .—The 
Italian Health Ministry an- 
nounced today that following 
reports of cholera in Spain It 
was taking steps to prevent the 
spread of the disease to Italy, 
Including a demand for vaccina- 
tion certificates of travelers from 
Spain.

BUILDING BUSINESSES IS OUR BUSINESS. 
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About Those Tax Proposals 


It Is never easy to get down to unpleasant 
work the day after a vacation, but this 
Congress has no choice: It must give Its Im- 
mediate attention to fiscal measures for In- 
creasing employment — measures about which 
Mr. Nixon will doubtless have much to say 
in his remarks before Congress today. Mov- 
ing quickly on tax and spending matters is 
partly a scheduling necessity— a good start 
on the fiscal problem will make it easier for 
Congress to concentrate on the administra- 
tion's anti-inflation proposals as soon as they 
are ready. 

A more important reason for moving 
quickly, of course, is that so many people 
are out of work. The return of the un- 
employment rate to 8.1 percent in August 
dramatizes what most congressmen must 
have had painfully and repeatedly impressed 
upon them during the recess — that jobs are 
scarce. 

Increasing employment necessitates either 
Increasing public spending or stimulating 
private spending through tax relief. The 
President has come down so strongly oh 
the side of private spending that, in addition 
to tax reduction, he proposes cuts in budget- 
ed federal expenditures — which we hope 
Congress will iind preposterous and quickly 
reject. 

Some tax reduction, however, is needed 
to provide quick stimulation to the sluggish 
and skittish economy. The challenge to the 
Congress is to avoid tax relief that will, in 
the long run. do more harm than good. We 
would urge Congress to apply four criteria 
in choosing how to reduce taxes. First; the 
tax relief should not be permanent. We 
believe that the nation's need for better 
public services is much greater than its need 
for more private spending and that per- 
manent cuts in tax revenue should be ruled 
out-. Second, tax relief should be given to 
those who need It most. It seems to us that 
low-income people need money more urgent- 
ly than hlgh-income people. Third, tax 
reduction should, at the very least, avoid 
encouragement of socially undesirable spend- 
ing. And fourth. It should have a high 


probability of working quickly to create 
jobs.' 

Of the President's proposals only one seems 
to us to meet these four criteria: moving 
forward to next January income-tax cuts 
scheduled for a year later. We would not 
ordinarily be in favor of cutting income taxes 
but the damage is already done. This tax 
relief is already law. Is unlikely to be 
rescinded, and moving it forward will give a 
large number of consumers more money to 
spend soon. 

A second tax measure that would meet our 
criteria was not proposed by the President; 
namely, postponing the Increase In Social 
Security payroll taxes scheduled for January. 
This postponement would give consumers, 
especially low and middle-income wage- 
earners, about $3 billion more to spend next 
year, but need not constitute a permanent 
loss of revenue. 

The President's other tax proposals do 
not meet the criteria at all. Removing the 
automobile excise tax not only cuts federal 
revenues in the future, but encourages more 
national spending on automobiles. As we 
look about us through the polluted air at 
clogged streets and highways, we can think 
of few items less needed for the national 
well-being than additional automobiles. 

The investment credit would also involve 
permanent tax relief to business. As Arthur 
Okun pointed out in testimony last week, 
the Investment credit, on top of accelerated 
depreciation rules announced earlier in .the 
year, “would make 1971 the year of the 
greatest business tax cut in our history.'* 
Anyway, with substantial unused capacity in 
most Industries, we are not sure the credit 
would induce much more Investment. 

We believe it would be far better for the 
Congress to keep the auto excise, forget the 
investment credit, and turn Its attention 
instead to improving federal programs that 
have the dual effect of stimulating the 
economy and moving toward such urgent 
national priorities as educating children, 
rebuilding cities and increasing the incomes 
of the poor.

Drugs for Leaders? 


In recent centuries the scientific revolu- 
tion has provided much warrant for the 
notion of the “technical fix’'— the idea that 
scientists or technologists can find an ap- 
propriate solution for every problem. The 
disappearance of such killing diseases as 
smallpox, polio and Cholera from modem in- 
dustrial societies is the product of “technical 
fixes” ranging from vaccines to the provision 
of safe water and milk. The agricultural 
revolution that underlies much of this coun- 
try's prosperity is the product of “technical 
fixes” from hybrid corn to modern pesticides 
and fertilizers. The list could be extended 
indefinitely, though an equally long one 
could be compiled of new problems created 
by many of these same boons. 

Now Dr. Kenneth B. dark, president of 
the American Psychological Association and 
professor of psychology at New York's City 
College, has suggested that science may be 
on the threshold of a "technical fix” for 
problems of international aggression and 
hostility. He looks forward to the time when 
national leaders may be given pills to curb 
their aggressive tendencies and to encourage 
them to act humanely. It is a staggering 
Idea. Suppose such a pill had been available 
for Genghis Khan, Adolf Hitler or Joseph 
Stalin! 

Unfortunately, the idea is a chimera, and 
w.e frankly wonder whether Dr. Clark did not 
really have a different and genuinely im- 
portant Idea In mind when — perhaps with 


tongue In cheek— he advanced his proposal. 
His real purpose may have been to call at- 
tention to the possibility that science will 
come up with chemicals that could be used 
to control the minds and actions of entire 
populations, to put millions in chemical 
slavery along the lines science fiction has 
speculated about for centuries. 

But If he was serious, he was begging the 
old problem of who bells the cat. Even as- 
suming that there were such a “humanity 
drug” as Prof. Clark hypothesizes — an as- 
sumption still decidedly remote from realiza- 
tion— the leaders least likely to take it would 
be precisely those who need It most. The 
more demented a political figure, the greater 
the chances that he would indulge his 
fantasies by inculcating them in a receptive 
population, as Hitler did In the 1930s. Who 
could have forced Hitler or Stalin to take 
such a drug? 

But Prof. Clark's idea does direct attention 
to a real problem: To what extent in to- 
day's hyper-tense world do chiefs of state, 
legislators, military leaders and other 
movers and shakers take tranquilizers, 
amphetamines, alcohol, marijuana, hashish 
and other mood-affecting drugs? There is 
a question worth investigating. The need 
is for consumption of fewer psychologies 
drugs, not more, a maxim that goes for 
leaders and those they lead as welL

'MOSCOW.— Suffering from op- 
ITi treble appendicitis in Peking 
Is certainly going to extremes in 
the cause of journalism, but 
when my modest lumbago made 
its presence felt again this sum- 
mer X, too, looked on it as an 
opportunity. 

A specialist here suggested, that 
Israel was the best place to go 
for a cure for my lumbago.

Blit this Is 
hardly surprising now that there 
are days when more Jews arrive 
at Lod Airport from Russia to 
settle than Jewish tourists on a 
visit from America. 

Z was concerned to know if 
Israd was ready to absorb so 
many immigrants, I was assured 
that she was. and as I learned 
lhat there is a possibility of 
Jerusalem's population being in- 
creased by 200.000 over the next 
four years, I assumed that plenty 
of room for immigrants would bo 
found. 

Nevertheless, I am afraid that 
1 may be right in prophesying 


that in the future there will not 
• only be a "Jewish question’' in 
the Soviet Union, but also in 
Israel itself. The Soviet Union 
remains the only country from 
which any substantial numbers 
of immigrants will arrive. The 
outcome of the Six-Day War 
brought Israel not only new ter- 
ritories but also the goodwill of 
countless Russian Jews, and 
awoke in many of them the desire 
to emigrate. 

Russia found 1 terse If In the 
ironic position of supplying arms 
to Egypt and at the same time 
allowing a flow of potential sol- 
diery to Israel. 

One of Israel's problems In 
handling the newcomers from 
Russia is finding them work ac- 
cording to their training and 
experience, when often their past 
experience is quite useless In the 
new surroundings. The director 
of a shop in Russia, for Instance, 
has no special training but holds 
his position from his kn owledge 
of local custom. Again, what 
Job can be found for the most 
explicit lecturer if his subject is 
Marxism or for the lawyer who 
has spent 25 years practicing col- 
lective farm law? Admittedly, the 
present-day Immigrants are much 
better off than those of ten years 
ago: they receive all kinds of 
fina n cial and material help, are 
entitled to special tax exemptions 
for the first few years and have 
advantages ax they obtain their 
basic equipment on arrival, but 
money is not everything.

McCracken, vice-chairman of the 
council, told reporters that the 
business executives had expressed 
“full support of the President’s 
program and objectives” and 
would endeavor to cooperate fully. 

However, none of the compa- 
nies promised to roll back an- 
nounced dividend increases. In 
fact, the head of one company 
said that his corporation never 
did intend to raise its dividend. 

Louis Pozez, president of toe

U.S. Industry- 
Sees Sluggish 
Second Half 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8 (AP- 
DJ) .—Manufacturers have been 
expecting sluggish sales and in- 
ventory . accumulation in the 
second half of this year, ac- 
cording to the Commerce Depart- 
ment’s latest survey. .. 

• But, the department noted, 
“virtually all” of the survey was 
taken before President Nixon’s 
new economic policies were an- 
nounced on Aug. 15. 

The latest survey shows that 
manufacturers believe sales will 
riimh lwgg tt-iurt i percent in toe 
current quarter to a seasonally 
adjusted (176 billion and then 
gain only slightly more than 1 
percent next quarter to an 
adjusted (178 billion. Sales 
rose more than 6 percent in the. 
first quarter and about 3 per- 
cent in the second period. 

The latest projection also 
represents a scaling-down from 
three months ago, when manu- 
facturers were looking for a 3 
percent advance to third-quarter 
sales. 

Inventories, according to the 
survey, are seen rising only (400 
million to the third quarter to 
an adjusted (100.9 billion and 
then gaining to an adjusted 
$102.1 bimon to the last quar- 
ter. Inventories were unchanged . 
in both, the' first and second 
quarter, but three months ago 
manufacturers were anticipating 
about a (900 million gain in third- 
quarter stocks.

Jean-Luc Pepin, toe minister of 
industry, trade and commerce, told 
the House of Commons yester- 
day that an (80 million assistance 
fund the government was es- 
tablishing was not a reprisal aim- 
ed at the united States but a 
defensive measure, "a kind of 
umbrella,” intended to “protect 
Canadian Jobs.” 

Eligible companies could get 
payments equal to up to two- 
thirds of toe surtax on their 1970 
sales in the United States. Pre- 
sumably, such sums, which some 
nongovernmental sources called 
subsidies, would enable' the com- 
panies to reduce their prices fay 
equal- amounts. That would tend 
to diminish the competitive 
advantage Mr. Nixon intended to 
give American producers by lay- 
ing an extra duty an imported 
goods.

The drive to merge the two 


organizations began in Decem- 
ber, 1969. At toe time, those 
who favored the move argued 
that the broad nature of indus- 
try problems, such as the back- 
office operations squeeze and Im- 
pending congressional legislation, 
required a unified industry front.

Defenders occasionally depart 
ft nm the normal rules of defen- 
Btve play, through ignorance, from 
motives of low cunning or for 
the sheer hell of It. But the 
declarer who Is constantly sus- 
picious of his opponent’s plays 
will be a loser in the long run.

WILLY REMEMBERS 
By Irvin Faust . Arbor House. Z49 pp. 
Reviewed by Richard R, ling«nan 


“Tf7iLLY Remembers,” Irvin 

“Faust’s fourth IxxA, may be 
his best. Be made a fine debut 
with “Roar Lion Roar,” a col- 
lection of short stories, followed 
by “The Steagle” (a book which 
showed talent but which I found 
exasperating) and “The File on 
Stanley Buchta,” which I haven’t 
read. I suspect that in hla latest 
book all his gifts— the ear for 
colloquial speech, the memory 
for American trivia, the sheer 
verbal dazzle, the gushing imagi- 
nation — have coalesced into some- 
thing stronger and mor e 
artistically coherent. In -willy 
Remembers” Mr. Faust moulds 
the clay of 90 years of American 
popular culture into one arche- 
typical hero who is a sort of Vox 
Fop winn of the century. The 
novel consists of the reminis- 
cences of 93-year-old Willy T. 
Kteinhans, and does WIDy 
remember! Be remembers Lilian 
Russell nnd TJL and Teapot 
Dams and Black Jack Pers hing 
and Arthur MacArthur, the boy 
colonel of the West. He also 
remembers “Nov shmos ka pop” 
and “Ah hate wah, Eleanor hates 
wah, and Ah hate Eleanor" and 
“Deep Fuzple” and “Moppin up 
soda pop rickey" and the words 
to the theme songs of Your Hit 
Parade, Milkman’s Matinee. Little 
Orphan Annie, Jack Armstrong 
and Uncle Frank. His brain la a 
cluttered attic of Americana.

TvrCK WALSH, executive vice- 
president and general mana- 
ger of the California Angels, 
was a witness in fee recent ar- 
bitration hearings on fee ■ Alex 
Johnson case. 

Johnson is tha 
troubled outfielder 
who won fee 
American League 
batting cham- 
pionship last year, 
and this year was 
fined 29 t-impg up 
to June 26, when 
Walsh, suspended 
him to "not giv- 
ing ’ - his best.” 

Walsh was ques- 
tioned about the 
inrfdftTifc when 
Johnson com - 
plained that Chi- 
co Rail z, a team- 
mate, had pulled a gun on him 
in fee clubhouse. The report 
that. Johnson had made such a 
char ge reTTip from fee club, and 
subsequently Walsh advised fee 
press - that he had investigated 
»nri concluded feat there was 
no gun. At the hearings, Walsh's 
sworn testimony went like this: 

Question: Mr. Walsh, is it not 
a fact feat when yon made that 
statement to fee press you al- 
ready knew there was a gun? . 
Answer: Yea " “ 

Q: Had you not. in fact, taken 
the gun from' Ruiz yourself? 

A: I did. 

Q: Yet you still made fee state- 
meht ±o. -the -press, knowing -it 
Would rowan feat Johnson was 
either a liar or suffering from 
delusions? ■ • 

A: I did it in the best interests 
of the club. - . 

■Q: Mr. Walsh, after that did 
you telephone Mrs.. Johnson? . 

A: Yes 

Q: Did you know at the time 
that she was undergoing a dif- 
ficult pregnancy? 

■ * A: Yes, Alex bad told me. . 

Q: Did you tell Mrs. Johnson 
that after an investigation you 
and Joseph Cronin, president of 
the American League, had come 
to the conclusion that Alex was 
suffering hallucinations about fee 
gun? 

A: Yes. 

The immediate questions are: 
Were fee Angels Justified in 
suspending Johnson? Was Kuhn 
justified in extending the suspen- 
sion beyond the 30-day limit by 
transferring Johnson to fee 
"restricted Jistv? - These questions 
barely scratch the. surface, how- 
ever. Even if it were found that 
Johnson should have been, put 
on the disabled list in fee first 
place and the Angels were order- 
ed to pay his full salary far the 
season, the much mare important 
issue of his future would remain. 

Perhaps what he has been 
through this summer has impaired 
Johnson's ability, but he is still 
an exceptional athlete who, at 
29. should have many productive 
years ahead: •’ It Is painfnUy 
evident that lie cannot return 


to fee Angels, but the arbitra- 
tion panel hasn’t the authority to 
effect a transfer. Outside of 
fee club itself, only the league 
president or fee commissioner 
could do feat. 

The Largest Question 
There is. It seems here, an . 
even larger question. Whatever 
one feels about the treatment 
Alex Johnson and his wife have 
received at Dick Walsh’s bands 
— and what this bystander feels 
about it cannot be expressed this 
side of fee libel laws— they are 
only two human beings. 

Others have had similar 
experiences wife Dick Walsh. 
Since Tony Conlgliaro was trad- 
ed to California last October, be 
has had a siege In traction with 
a pinched nerve in his neck, has 
taken 35 cortisone shots, has ' 
been hag-ridden by fee fear 
of blindness, and has had 
dealings wife Dick Walsh which 
are not yet resolved. 

The overriding question, It 
seems here, is: Should a man like 
Dick Walsh, as revealed by the 
testimony above, hold a position 
that gives him power over many 
human lives? It is for Gene 
Autry and Bob Reynolds, the 
Angels' owners, to answer.

W ASHINGTON. — The " Wliy 
Are We in Vietnam Commit- 
tee. " otherwise known as 
WAWIVNC. held its monthly 
meeting at the State Department 
last week, and for the first time 
there was an air 
of pessimism in 
the room. As 
everyone knows. 

WAWIVNC wars 
set up many 
years ago to 
provide presi- 
dents of the 
United States 
a ith solid rea- 
sons for Ameri- 
can involvement 
In Vietnam. Some of the rea- 
sons the committee has come up 
with in the past are: 

A. To halt Communist aggres- 
sion from the North. 

B. To let Red China know we 
mean business. 

C. To prevent Southeast Asian 
countries from falling like domi- 
noes. 

D. To keep American boys from 
havinsr to fight on ihe shores of 
Hawaii. 

E. To prove to Hanoi we are 
not a helpless giant. 

P. To make sure the South 
Vietnamese people can choose 
their own leaders in democratic 
elections. 

This last one was everyone's 
favorite. President Nison kept 
repeating it in every speech 
about- Indochina. Secret ary of 
State Rogers. Ambassador Ells- 
worth Bunker in Saigon and 
Ambassador David Bruce in 
Paris all said the same thine: 
“The United States wants noth- 
ing for itself. It is only in South 
Vietnam to assure that the peo- 
ple there can decide their own 
face.” 

* * • 

You can imagine what happen- 
ed at the WAWIVNC meeting 
when they were informed that 
President ’ Thieu would be the 
only one on. the ballot in the 
presidential elections on Oct. 3. 

Tiie chairman of the commit- 
tee said. "Genilemen. I have just 
heard from President Nixon. 
He is very disappointed that no 
one has chosen to run against 
President Thieu and is once 
again hard put to explain what 
the United States Is doing in 
Vietnam." 

“Well, it Isn't our fault that 


Vice-President Ky wouldn't run 
against Thieu, or that General 
Mlnh bowed out of the race 
weeks ago,” an assistant secre- 
tary of public affairs said. 

“How did we know that Thieu 
would rig the elections so badly 
that even the. opposition would 
see through him?'* a USIA psy- 
chological warfare expert said. 

“Thieu should have warned Ky 
and Minh that they either had 
to run against him in democratic 
elections or they would be shot,” 
a CIA man said. 

■That's not tlie point, gentle- 
men.” the chairman of the com- 
mittee said. “Hie fact is that 
Tliieu is running alone. This is 
not our concern except that since 
it's now difficult for President 
Nixon to defend the American 
presence in Vietnam to guaran- 
tee free elections, we have to find 
him another reason to explain 
why wc arc still there. Now 
think.” 

* * * 

"Suppose.” an AID man said, 
“the President says the reason 
we are in Vietnam Is to protect 
tlie American dollar?” 

“I don't follow you." 

"Well, we nil know every high, 
official in the South Vietnamese 
government • has a secret Swiss 
bank account where he has stash- 
ed away millions of dollars. Now, 
if these officials traded their dol- 
lars In Switzerland for marks or 
French francs while the dollar 
Is floating, it could hurt us 
badly. 

“But as long as we remain In 
South Vietnam these officials 
will have faith In us and will 
keep then: dollars In Switzer- 
land." 

“It's too complicated." the 
chairman said. “I want some- 
thing simple." 

“Suppose we say we're in Viet- 
nam because we must protect 
freedom wherever it is found," a 
Pentagon man said. 

There was dead silence in the 
room. 

Finally the chairman said. 
“There has to be a reason that 
no one has yet thought of.” 

A State Department man scrib- 
bled something on a sheet of 
paper and then raised his hand. 
"This is it. The President must 
go on television tomorrow night 
and tell the American people 
the only reason we are in Viet- 
nam is because it's there.” 


Empress Farah of Iran

S HIRAZ. Iran (IHT) .—"Art lives If 
people love it. But they cannot love 
it if they do not experience it, so we must 
give them occasions to see it . . 

Such is the way that her Imperial 
Majesty Farah Pahl&vl, Shahbanou of 
Iran, explains the role of the arts festival 
she founded, in Shiraz lxi 1967. 

At 32, she is an overwhelming combina- 
tion of intelligence, charm, elegance, 
simplicity and directness. When the 
Iranians exclaim, "Isn't she fantastic!”, 
they mean it. 

In Shiraz for the fifth festival, she was 
obviously relishing the event that had 
brought together, for two weeks, musicians, 
actors, directors and dancers from East 
and West. Basically, this Is the Empress 
Farah’s show. She dreamed It up. She 
supports it with her presence, her prestige, 
her genuine interest. With such people as 
Peter Brook, Iannis Xenakis and Jerzy 
Grotowski, the festival is a -window on 
tomorrow. 

But there has been criticism. As the 
empress herself put it, people ask, “What 
is she doing? Such extravagance, inviting 
theater people to Shiraz when there are so 
many more primordial things to do like 
schools, hospitals, housing, food. But,” she 
went on, "when everything is to be done, 
we must do them all. 

“Everyone does not believe as I do that 
art, too, Is Important. But we are an 
ancient culture . . . there Is no reason all 
ohr traditions should disappear." 

Then, there have been complaints about 
the ultramodern aspects of the festival, of 
its not being suitable for an underdeveloped 
country. 

Empress Farah justified them, saying, 
"We missed the European classical period. 
We cannot go back and catch up on every- 
thing, so we might as well start from now. 
Today.” 

On the iron < covered verandah) of the 
Bagh-e Eram Palace In Shiraz, overlooking 
a garden of roses, cypresses and fountains, 
the empress talked about the festival, her 
country, her people. There were no watch- 
dogs to guide or aid her; she needs none. 

The third wife of the shah (they were 
married in 1939 and have four children >, 
the former Farah Diba is the well-educated 
daughter of an upper middle-class Iranian 
family. She became the first crowned 
shahbanou (empress) in Iranian history in 
1987. She uses her extraordinary position 
to satisfy a passion— Iran. There Is no 
question of her sincerity. 

Empress Farah Is too smart not to see 
difficulties or to pretend to achievemeats 
as yet unrealized. A dozen times she refer- 
red to mistakes. 


“But it Is a beginning and we started 
from zero . . . There are so many prob- 
lems, so much controversy,. Stability .Is not 
easy. Sometimes the things you do; which 
you feel are right, maybe are not good. 
Living is a struggle. Sometimes we are 
deceived. But a simple smile from a simple 
man in the street changes everything for 
me and I say to myself, T wOl work, for 
him.’ What you see may look pom to you, 
but for us there has already been a great 
change.” 

. There are those who say that no one 
has done so much for art,- music and 
theater In Iran as the empress. 

She buys the work of contemporary 
painters for her private collection. She . 
Is behind the competitions for young 
architects. She allots funds far the 
restoration of ancient monuments. She 
has done her utmost to encourage the 
craft industries. That day, she was wearing ' 
a dress made of silk from the northern 
province of Azerbaijan whose centuries- 
old silk industry had dwindled to nothing 
until the empress helped revive It by- 
personal example. 

Despite her interest in the arts, Empress 
Farah devotes a major part of her time 
and money to social projects. “Do not 
think I can spend all my money on art. 

I have to build two hospitals for one little 
theater. I must visit three orphanages 
before X can go to one concert." 

On her visits to orphanages, she applies 
all her observant sincerity. Not long ago 
she made one institution take her name 
off the building until it was upgraded Into 
a place she felt was fit for children. 

Candor 

Her candor causes many a jaw to drop. At 
a bullet supper she gave in the palace 
gardens, the other night after a concert, 
she agreed with a European guest who was 
attacking Iran for succumbing to the 
dangers of Western materialism. 

“I think some of the new publicity is 
terrible. There are banks In Tehran who 
say things like. ‘Give us your money and 
you will have 10 camels full of money . . 
They will spoil the people making them 
think that money is everything ... I say, 
the hell with the bank owners. We own 
the radio and the television and we should 
stop that kind of publicity." 

Then a young Dutch theater critic ap- - 
proached her. “I don't understand one 
single thing about your celebration In 
October when you are a poor country with 
so many more Important things to do. Do 
you meet any angry people?”' 

“I too am one of the angry people." 
Empress Farah replied. “I too am worried.

I love my people more than you can. I 
want than to believe in me and to like me. 
I cannot stop thinking that some do not 
have enough- bread while others go - on. 
diets so we don't get fat. This is a hard 
country. There is not enough rain to grow 
the wheat we need. Some people t h i nk oil 
will give us everything." 

"Ah aide whispered that " perhaps her 
majesty was tired. 

Tin not of the age to be tired," she 
answered with a smile. She took a cigarette 
from her silk bag and burst ont laughing. 
It was a Winston Alter. A moment earlier, 
the Dutchman had pointed to' the Winston 
filter as a sign of Iran's subservience to 
Western culture. 

“The 2,500th anniversary," she .went on, 
‘Is to celebrate the continuity of monarchy 
In this country. It also celebrates our 
ancient culture and Its renewal. Fersepolls 
was built by workers, not slaves. 

“There will be many expenses but I hope 
the impact will be more than we put out. 
We used to spend a lot of money trying 
to promote our country in Europe and 
America and almost nothing came back. 

“Now because of this celebration, in 60 
countries they are making books, writing 
newspaper and magazine articles, making 
films about us. No country has had more 
wonderful publicity without pairing any- 
thing." 

She pointed out that Iran has had to 
rush the building of new hotels, new roads, 
new airport facilities for the celebrations. 
But "we would have done these things one 
day ... we were obliged to go more 
quickly ... In time, tourists will bring us 
back the money.”

Ex-Befttle George Harrison said 
yesterday he win make his second 
concert appearance for chanty 
this year and would like the other 
three former Beatles— including 
Paul McCartney— to join him on 
stage.

British ambassador to the United 
States during the Kennedy ad- 
ministration, to perform at a 
concert for Shelter, an organiza- 
tion designed to aid the homeless 
in Britain.

Paul and 
Ringo (Starr) again If they wish- 
ed.” Harrison told newsmen who 
asked if the other Beatles also 
would appear at the planned 
Shelter concert. A high court 
suit by McCartney last year re- 
sulted in the formal breakup of 
the Beatles. Harrison had been 
In the United States completing 
editing tapes from the Aug. 1 
Bangla Desh refugee charity con- 
cert he organized at Madison 
Square Garden and which includ- 
ed- appearances by Bob - Dylan. 
Rings, guitarist Eric Clapton and 
other leading rock musicians. 
Harrison said he planned to re- 
turn to the United States shortly 
for a month with Dylan editing 
film of the Bangla Desh concert 
for television screening in the 
United States and Britain. Har- 
rison said tapes from the concert 
comprised “possibly the finest live 
show I’ve heard” and a record 
will be issued in the future with 
proceeds donated to Bangla Desh 
charity. He said no date had been 
set for the Shelter concert but 
that he hoped the date could be 
arranged before Christmas.
